“Gone Fishing” signs should be 
as commonplace as flags on Mem- 
orial Day come April 298th when 
Michigan’s trout opener will lure 
thousands of fishermen back into 
the fold. 

Beckoning these anglers eager 
for action will erafty and 
scrappy browns, rainbows, brooks 
and lake trai oe many of which are - 
being planted in lakes and streams 
throughout the state by the Con- 
servation Department. 

Roughly one of every three trout 
caught from the state’s 36,350 
miles of streams this season will 
be a Department hatchery product 
judging from the take trend of 
previous creel censuses. Lake 
plantings, composed mostly of 
rainbows, and brooks, provide 
“bonus” fishing since many of 
these waters lack conditions for 
natural production. 

Fishermen will find some 500 . 
public fishing sites affording them 
access to many of Michigan’s pop- 
ular lakes and streams. A listing 
of these sites is free for the asking 
from the Department’s fish Divis- 
ion, Lansing 26.
